CHAFTBE V 

In 1662 tiiere was bat oae agrlenl- 

tural college in America. The State 
of Michigan established her agricul- 
tural college five years before the pas- 
sage of the Morrill act of 1862. Their 
college was still in the experimental 
stage, working tentatively and cau- 
tiously for a secure basis on which to 
build. The ea|iiiimsat atetfea ah 
Geneva, New Torfc, had aba baaa te 
existence for some years, but it con- 
fined itself mainly to experimental 
work. To these two institutions the 
greater number of agricultural col- 
leges established under the Act of 
1862, looked for 
guidance. 

One of the 
deep root te Amerieaa nriad waa ttaft 
of manual labor constituted an impor- 
tant, if not the principal element in 
agricultural education, that every 
student enrolled should do daily labor 
alternately with work in the class 
room aad la tta te hea at ery aad that 
this labor should be compensated. But 
compulsory labor was soon discovered 
irksome, expensive and unproductive 
and was gradually abandoned. As 
long as the system lasted it gave op- 
portunity to energetic and industrious 
students who had little means at com 
mand to earn a subsistence while pro- 
secutiac thate stadtea. 

The charter of Keatoeky Uairanity 
required that two-thirds of . tha Beard 
of Curators should be members of the 
Christian church. They were eager 
for the growth of the university as 
a means for the expansion and growth 
of the church. At the outset, Mr. 
John B. Bowman was given an en- 
thusiaatk sappert, te the iilrtii 
ance of their gr aUt nde for hps work, 
the Board of Curators voted him the 
privilege of residence at Ashland. This 
they could readily do inasmuch as his 
services for years in founding and en- 
dowing Kentucky University, in con- 
solidating it with Transylvania and 
in engrafting the Agricultural and 
Mechaaical college apoa tha ee 
datiMi had basa gratatteaatr fil iaa to 
the university. 

longed to the Slate. A majerity of 

its trustees were anpotetad by the 
State. Larger contribatiaaa had been 
made by the City of Lexiagton and 
by private citizens, in consideration 
of which they had representatives on 
its Boar^ hat it waa a Steta institu 
tion. Mr. B o w ama held that, ahhongh 
the composition of the Board of Cu- 
rators remained unchanged by the 
union of Transylvania and Kentucky 
University, the union required and im- 
plied that ecclesiastical interests 
should no longer be paraaMoat bat 
should be sobordiBated td pnblfc util- 
ity. The alltence of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College with the con- 
solidated interest and the splendid 
liberality of Lexington and Fayette 
county in providing the money for the 
purchase of Ashland and Woodland, 
emphasized his attitude toward the 
chnrsh, tha aainirtlj aad the aah- 
He. 

The secular element mtroduceci by 
the incorporation of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical Colleges appealed to 
him with peculiar force and determin- 
ed him to use all his influence in lib- 
erating, throng a Itearal peHey, pab- 
lic education te the U ni va raity. Tkeee 
views were vigorously and aUy con- 
tested. They argued that the orig- 
inal Kentucky University was created 
and endowed by private benefactors, 
that Mr. Bowman in obtaining their 
subscriptions to this endowment never 
intimated even a modified secular ad- 
miaiatiatioa ef tba foada aahasribaC 
that thefar iateattea was ta baBd ap 
a university tat tka baaefit of the 
Christian Chuidl mmI that to hand 
over its administration to aliens, 
would be a wanton breach of trust. 
Mr. Bowman replied that while the 
interests of the church shoold not 
and would not be compro mis ed or ig- 
nored, that they sheaU aat he eithar 
obtrusive or eadosive^ ttat tta lepte 
of events made necessary a control 
in which interests of Transylvania and 
the Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege should be regarded, and that this 
I could be done quietly and without

Last fan I made a speech at aa 

Annual Conference that stuck in the 
flesh of the newspapers from Texas to 
Detroit. Few poor little preachers 
ever get as much space for what they 
say at a conference or elsewhere. This 
is not bceaose of any brilliant thought 
or oratorical fireworks. It was only a 
plain, simple statement of a common- 
place truth. There was purely no ef- 
fort at stage play or any bid for pub- 
licity. 

I was invited to that conference 
to speak for and to the P^pworth 
Leagues. I made a simple plea for 
yoath and vrgad tiwt iwsiuad ef f <w- 
ever mocking our young people we 
warm up to them as sympathetic 
friends and see if we cannot help 
them. I paid my respects to two 
classes — those who knock yooth aad 
those who exploit youth. 
Those Who Knock Our Y'oung People 

For many moons the land has been 
foil of these iwrpsrs. To listen to 
them yoa weald thhik all oar young 
people have gene to the dogs and the 
going was terrible for the pups. » It 
is the very worst age of the world and 
many cases are cited to prove it. 

Much of this is true and I am not 
willing to witewash youth nor cover 
its disease with flowers. The land is 
well filled with away yeoag paf^l^ 
who give their critics all the propa- 
ganda they want. If you keep your 
eyes on this class the outlook is not 
hopeful. There is much nightly 
booze drinking, many college riots, 
and much barbarity carried on by 
youth. Girls are going wild with dan- 
cing, smoking, alpd laiaiedsat con- 
daet. Boys are smoUag aad drink- 
ing themselves to death and piling 
up wreckage for the next generation. 
Girls are putting more paint on their 
faces than their fathers can afford to 
put on their barns. The legs of the 
college trousers are in adverse ratio 
to the breadth at college braiaa. They 
born midnight oU to the atady. 

Bat this does not repreeent all of 
yODth. Perhaps if we eoold properly 
survey the field we would find young 
people are about like they have al- 
ways been. Some of them are bad 
and some of them are good. T^ome 
of the boys are fools like their dad- 
dies were before them aad aease of 
the girls toke after thdr 
My old grandfather used to laiaent 
how fast the young folks were com 
pared to the days when he was young, 
and I am sure his grandfather in his 
day did the same. And then thay did 
not have gas wagons and radios and 
flying machines. Many of the youths 
of yow day aad adae wan wild 
many are tito der^eta yea and I can 
count along tiie way among the boys 
and girls we used to know. It is not 
certain the one you kaow now will 
have among them any tota^ wnd(5 
than the others did. 

One sad fact that mast come home 
to us is that if the children are going 
to the dogs it cmnes hoan to a tcvriUc 
blow to the parents wko an nariag 
them. This blame most leat on the 
homes from which these yoong people 
come, and on the older people who 
make the environments in whicn they 
are living. It was my strictures on 
this point that got mm oa tha flrat 
page. It may be as Sam J oa n ased 
to say if you throw a beidc to the 
dark and hear a howl yoa may be sore 
you have hit a dog. 

We are told there are more youth- 
ful criminals now then ever before 
There may be more victims now but 
all youths who are called criminals are 
Botaaeh. Aad H ia waU to aaek the 
eaases that placed these yooths to the 
criminal class. I was in the peniten- 
tiary myself recently (but escaped 
pardoned me) and as I watched 
twelve-hundred men — the most of 
them under twenty-five, I asked the 
warden who had seen forty years of 
expert service dealing with such men 
how Biany ef them ^an nally 
inals. There were few 
nals he said. These boys 
of the crimes of some older ean wIm 
usually escaped. The real eriad 
often did not come to frittm bat toe 
young victims did. 

Does Youth Defy the Faith? 

We are told there is much unbelief 



and smart skeptics among us and that 
the mind of yoath ia daanadiaff a re- 
statement of faith that wHI set aside 

much of the traditional stuff in our re- 
ligion. We are told too many people 
lose their stand on the rock of ages 
when they go to school? Who is 
to blame for this? Is this doubt 
coming from youth or from some old 
sheep who has little tact in guiding 
yoath when it faen tlw erdsal of 
waOdag aloae to the IdglMray of rc- 
sponsiUe investigation? I have spok- 
en to perhaps as many young people 
as any preacher of average stand- 
ing in the last few years. I hav- 
faced them in shops and industrial 
centers and m afaaeat all the chanh 
and state sdaida to this stete mai he^ 

yond. I ham had many interviews 
with them and have not yet found a 
case where one was losing his faith 
that the blaine could not be placed on 
^onie older one who failed to use as | 
from God the opportunity to lead that 
doubting soul to his God in the shad- 
ows thraagh whidi ha wn paaatoc. 
I have seen many eases when teach- 
ers of faith and consecration had a 
fine oportunity to lead their students 
out of darkness into light. But instead 
of doing this some of them raised 
more question marks and sowed more 
seeds of doubt to tiMn alnm^tof 
young hearts. 

The Good Showing of Youth 

But it is well to see the other side 
of yooth. to oar thawh aaw we have 
more caadidalM for tha ministry than 
we han dunvhes for them. All of 
them are yoong men and the most of 
them are coming from Epworth 
Leagues and Sunday schools where 
the young people themselves are pro- 
ducing them. We have more candi- 
dates for the Foreign Mission fields 
than oar baaid caa haadto. Tha 
people are not gidac iMaay tm taat 
as the young pee p ie an offering their 
lives to the miaaiea beard. In many 
of our churches the most religious 
and loyal group is among the young 
people who are bad but we should 
not blame the good OBM for the deeds 
of the bad ones. It is time for nme 
old goaty gnaehn to stop growling 
at the yeaag people aad get aaaoag 
them to see what 
to the young folks aai 
can get from them. 

But dear reader, if you have read 
this you are not surprised that it 
does not set well on the taste of some 
newspaper folks and others, are you?

The 
Welsh Bill introduced into the House 
of Representatives of the 69th Con- 
gress would have jii-evciited the detail 
of officers to any iitstitution maintain- 
ing required military coursea In at 
least one state a futile attempt was 
mmi» through the initiative to sosorc 
hgialatioB acainst military edoeatioD 
in ths State University. Pamphlets 
cro w dtod with misstatements and pre- 
senting an entirely distorted view of 
the purpose of military education and 
its effect upon youth have been circu- 
lated widely aad imdobafarfiy have 
misled some. 

"Fortunately the attempts to per- 
suade Ck>ngress and State legisiatores 
to ursurp the functions of govemiag 
boards and faculties of State insti- 
tutions have proved abortive, and the 
wholesome and beneficial effects of 
military instruction have become so 
widely known through many thous- 
ands who have expreienced them that 
efforta of on^onaato of militiary train- 
ing have failed of their^isgnided 
purpose. But in view of possible at- 
tacks upon one of the most valuable 
features of public higher education, 
this Association desires again to go 
on record in favof of maintaing R. 
O. T. C. oaito i» all oar iastitations 
in full efficiency, including provisions 
for the consistenly increasing enroll- 
ment, to the end that the full comple- 
ment of rsservc officers in all branches 
of the serviaa awy ba at afl-tiaiss en- 
rolled. 

"The National Defense Act now in 
force is the most statesmanlike and 
efficient measure ever enacted to 
guard the nation against war and to 
seenra tlM mMf af tha r s po hlic in 
case of unprovoked attack. The R. 
0. T. C, of which the units in State 
colleges and universities are the larg- 
est element, is an essential feature of 
that act. Without the continued sup- 
ply of reserve officers which these 
units furnish, economically and effic- 
iently, and with no disturbance of 
civiliM wm n t Ma t . tha whob straeture 
of oattMial defense woidd fall to 
pieces. Those who opose required mil- 
itary education in our colleges are op- 
posing the least military method of 
keeping their nation from a atate of

"On the basis of our experience 
with many thousands of students, we 
declare that it is aoi true that the 
R.O.T.C. in oar c o l le g es breeds mili- 
tarism or anything like it. It is ri- 
diculous to assert, as some have done, 
that America is being Prussianized. 
No facts in support of such charges 
have been cited, nor could they be col- 
lected on any campus in America. 
Such assertions show small faith in 
the good aaasa of Amarican youth, 
or ia the fuadawiatsl peace-loving 
tradition of the American people. 

"On the other hand, we can testify, 
likewise on the basis of experience 
with out students, that military edu- 
cation as now conducted is a valuable 
element in colegiate education, espec- 
ially in training in leadership. It is 
not mere instroetion in close order 
drOl and in formations for purposes 
of parade, as is sometimes ignorantly 
imagined. These college youths are 
in training as officers, not as <?nlisted 
men, and from the first lesson they 
are led toward powers of command. 
There are all too few oportunities in 
ordinary academic Hfe to discipline 
youth in actual practice of leadership, 
and the R. O. T. C. provides an oppor- 
tunity we will not willingly cancel. 

"Because of its great value as an 
educational feature, because of our 
conviction that it is our duty to do 
our part to keep our country safe, 
bocaaoe wa do aac wiah to be respon-
